brutal manner by a tramp, dispersed, 
anil It la not thought that further at- 
tempts will be made tonight to carry 
out the plant of vengeance.

met with a stern refuse! from

Keepers to turn over ihe prisoner and 
finally gave up. 
When apprehended, 


the murderer guve his name as Law- 
rence Iceberg and many believe him to 
be insane.

Although 
there were frequent reports of mobs 
organizing to dispose of Lcherg. not 
until tonight did they set about car- 
rying out the work of vengeance. Soon 
after dark several hundred men and 
boys appeared at the jail, but were 
refused admittance. 
Almost immedi- 


ately they began the attack on the 
jail.

As It Is the pulley of thi'so instruc- 


tors to Illustrate the work OB far as 


the walls of the room were

of the phases of "grafting"—not 


the political kind—and of the pests 
which menace tho 
fruits and vines. 


The tables were i-overed by great arm- 
fuls of grape cuttings, and Interested 
Hpectators stood un chairs and looked 
over the heads of their more fortu- 
i.ati; neighbors who stood In the front 
•ows and literally took in the practi- 
.al ami sound Instruction of the ex- 
perts. 
The latter went through the 


arlous processes of grafting—show- 
Ins their interested hearers and spec- 
tators the best ways of performing 
every operation. 


Among the practical and useful dis- 


cussions of the day, the subject which 
occupied the moPt time and attracted 
the .hearers from flrst to last waa that 
of. grafting. "According to Professor 
Uioletti. one of the able French ex- 
perts enumerates forty-seven different 
vuys of grafting plants. Another em- 
inent 'authority reduces the number 
to forty-three. 
So large a number 


seems bewildering to the "beginner, but 
when considered In 
the 
light of a 


knowledge of. the-'principles of graft- 
Ing, they aro seen to be simply differ- 
ent mechanical devices for obtaining 
the conditions necessary to success 
which are essentially the same th all 
cases. Many methods are ihere-curi- 
osities, said the speaker, awl still more 
nrc of limited application. 
Those of 


use to the fruit-grower are-compara- 
tively few. The latter may be grouped 
as follows: 
. 
Bench grafting—both stock and scion 


detached fragments; 
field grafting— 


(a.) stock rooted In the soli: (b) stock 
and scion both rooted In the soil. The 
slock should seldom, If ever, be older 
than one year: the scion, never. Only 
varieties which form abundant "cal- 
lus" and unite quickly nnd readily can 
>e successfully grafted In the Work- 
shop. 


Th«''ui«V"of~ Grafting. 


Among the uses of grafting mention- 


ed by Professor Bioletti are the fol- 
lowing: 
1. The production of a plant whose 


roots are sui'ible to the available soil 
conditions, and whose top will pro- 
duce tho crop desired. For example,

A Los AngtUt View. 


President Mlllspaugh of the Los An-

Standards for Teachtrs. 


The plan proposed for the selection 


of teachers for the elementary schools 
of Los Angeles IB typical of tho higher 
standards now demanded in the state. 
The pinn provides that tho educational 
qualifications 
pro-requisite for 
ap- 


pointment shall bo not less than that 
evidenced by graduation from a high 
school and from an accredited Normal 
school, supplemented by at least ono 
year of successful experience in teachi- 
ng. All this calls for at least seven 
vears' work after graduation from the 
jrammar schools. 


At the end of the seven years the 


candidate is ready for a competitive 
examination provided he or she Is not 
ess than 20 nor more than 45 years 
of age. 
If the examination Is passed, 


he candidate is placed on the eligible 
ist 
from

These ttelds nay much more money 
and will justify n man in the expen- 
diture of from 13000 to (5000 In cash 
in getting that training. This largo 
expenditure of money and time, five 
years, will not pay in the training of 
teachers. Men cannot BOO their Inter- 
est IT. that way. The number of men 
wilt constantly grow less as it has for 
over thirty -years, till the educational 
field will be given over to women. 
When that lime comes, as It will un- 
less some change can be made In the 
training of teachers, men will not en- 
ter the profession no more than they 
will attend the Normal schools to- 
day." 


Manless State Normals. 


Men 
are 
entering 
the 
training 


schools In smaller numbers year after 
year. Up to June 30. 1906, tho five 
California Normal schools graduated 
GjJ-12 teachers, 724, or not quite 12 per 
cent, being men. In 1805, out of 425 
graduates of tho State Normals, hut 
25. or 6 per cent, were men. In 1906, 
out of 4S1 graduates, the number of 
men had stilt further dwindled to IS, 
or less than 4 per cent. 
Of the ap- 


plications for teachers' credentials at 
tho University of California during re- 
cent years, about 10 per cent are men, 
but many of even this small percent- 
age never enter (the school room as 
teachers. 
Perhaps, after all, there 


may be, an one prominent school man 
remarked, "top much training and not 
snough compensation.11

Although 
it has bi-en twelve years since Mr 
Swc-tt ceased taking an active part in 
the executive affairs of tliu State as 
regards educational matters, yet ha 
has not lost any uf his enthuslasu 
for the work of u pedagogue, unc 
takes a^ keen Interest in every matter 
that pertains tu tho educational sys- 
tem of the State. 


Since the organizing of the State 


Teachers' association, forty years ago 
Mr. Swett has never missed a con- 
vention and Is always seen at these 
places, the center of a group of in- 
tensely Interested educators. 
When 


seen last night, Mr, Swctt said: "Yes 
this is the fortieth convenllon of thi 
teachers that I have attended. I nev- 
er get tired of going to them, and 
-•ach year hope ihat I may bo able to 
attend tho next one."

went to the mines on the north' and 
middle fork of the Feather river. In 
November of the same year he movet 
back to San Francisco and secured a 
position as teacher in the Rincon 
grammar school. "At that time," said 
Mr. Swctt. "the school was located at

of First 
and 
Folsom 


streets. 
The building was nothing 


more than a shanty stuck in a sand- 
hank. This position I held until 18B2. 
when I was elected state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, and was 
(hen re-elected in 1866.' 


During Mr. Swell's administration 


in the .state office he had a great deal 
to do in modeling tho present school 
system. 
One of the things thnt he 


proposed and which still survives Is 
that of holding county institutions. 
He was also instrumental In forming 
the present State Teachers' associa- 
tion. Mr. Swell took a great deal of 
interest in the Immense amount of 
school legislation that was passed by 


' his tenure 
tho state legislature ^i 
of office, and was very careful to see 
trfafinteresfa of education were safo- 
Kuarded from the passage of any bar! 
iaws. In 386<( he was given tho prln- 
"Ipalship of the Denman high school 
in San Francisco, and later resigned 
to become, deputy city superlntendenl 
of schools. 
When Mr. De»man 


elected city superintendent of schools. 
Mr. Swett went back to the heart of 
the Den man high school. In 1X76 he 
accepted 
the 
prlnclpalshtp 
of 
tin 


Girls' hitrh school and held that posi- 
tion for thirteen years. 
In 18!>0 he 


waa elected city superintendent of the 
San Francisco schools nnd at tho end 
of the term retired from the active 
profession of teaching. He now lives 
on his ranch In Contra Costa county, 
near Martinez. 


Mr. Swell's ngp Is now 7fi years. He 


is n slight, short man^wilh a head of 
thick gray hair, and short whiskers of 
tin- parnu description. 
A picture of 


him was presented by Ihe. association 
last year at Berkeley to ihf. stale un- 
iversity and a special dny was sel 
apart lo si'rve as a reminder of the 
great work that Mr. Swett had done 
In California's educational circles. Thi 
picture had been painted by tho bos:

Dr. Mount said 
that they existed to train men to be- 
come "sergeants and foremen" In the 
Kfput .commercial world. This state- 
ment brought forth a strong protest 
from J- II. Francis, the principal oC 
iho Los Aiiffclcs Polytechnic school, 
who said thai- ha did not agree with 
Pr. Moore that lio subjects should lie 
taught in polytechnic except Uiuxe cn- 
r«latlng with the development of "ser- 
geants and manager? an-i-'ornncn." 


"H is not an American idea," said 


Mr. Francis, "and I do not think that 
plan would ever work o»t. Innlcnd ot 
advancing the polytechnic school. It 
would retard Its growth and stultify 
wha.L !«. In my mind, the purpose of 
the 
existence 
of 
the 
polytechnic 


schools. 
In my mind," went on Mr. 


Frauds, the object of the polytechnic 
schools Is to develop* men and women, 
so that when they are thrown into the 
world they may have the foundation 
to test themselves 
In 
the. different 


tradea, if they desire to do ao. Many 
a graduate of the polytechnic school 
will not be, a foreman or skilled work- 
er. Some, will, be ministers, lawyers, 
doctors, dentists, and the like. I can- 
not emphasize too strongly that in 
my mind the object of a polytechnic 
school Is not that of developing trades- 
men. 
Think how many parents wtfuld 


refuse {o send their children to 
a 


school whose sole object was that The 
polytechnic school should lead to tho 
technical departments of our univer- 
sities, and It should also stand for the 
nllmlnatlon of much necessary work 
that Is now taupht in the olil-slyle 
high schools."

Kivc place to a bettor type of educa- 
tion. One Is a sociological rouson. the 
other is a psychological one. One is 
a consideration-content;' the other of 
method. They agi'fH* In demanding the 
same sort of a reform. 


The social necessity that forces us 


to mibstltuie- 
for 
ihc 'ild-faahloned 


schooling a new content of instruction, 
is that the lessons that the child learns 
if jit; in in tii/vi'iup by liicin ntutti cumu 
from his own environments, from his 
own age and from the pursuits and 
activities of his own people; not from 
a remote environment, another ago and 
another people. 
If he Is to grow up 


well he must be allowed to be a mem- 
ber of his native community, seeing Its 
activities, hearing about Us activities, 
sharing Its activities, comprehending 
Us activities and building his knowl- 
edge of the distant world of time and 
space, of history and geography, upon 
the foundation of the rear world of 
working and eating, buying and sell- 
Ing, rejoicing and sorrowing. 


We have been saylnc over and over 


again in parrot fashion, for lo these 
many years, that' instructions must 
proceed from the near to the far, from 
the known to the unknown, from tho 
obvious to the obscure. But we have 
overlooked the fact that the nearest 
thing to us all Is tho work that men 
are doing all around us and the re- 
motest thing the work that men did in 
the most distant days. We have over- 
looked the fact that the thing that is 
known Is the life of activity about us, 
while,'except for itn help as an Inter- 
preter, the life of the past must even 
be understandable 
to

In the details of 
the processes connected with it, aomo 
knowledge of drawing and other arts 
of design on the part of the skilled 
workmen engaged," and at the present 
time no wide provision Is made for 
Instruction in drawing in the public 
schools. X)ur manufacturers therefore 
compete ftnder disadvantages with the 
manufacturers of Europe; for in all 
manufacturing countries 
of Kurope 


free provision is made for Instructing 
workmen of all 
classes in drawing. 


For such reasons 
we ask that the 


Board of Education may be directed 
to report. In dPta,il to the next General 
Court, sume definite plan1 for introduc- 
ing schools for drawing or Instruction 
In drawing, free to all men. women and 
children, In all towns of the common- 
wealth of more than 5000 inhabitants." 


The .legislature 
replied hy making 


drawing a required study in all the 
schools of the state. It wns put in to 
serve the needs of industrial life. Xew 
schoolmasters BOOH made It a merely 
cultural study and the very people who 
had asked for it began to look upon it 
as a fad. Some years afterward man- 
ual training was introduced with ex- 
actly the same result.

years, it will lower thu standards of 
technical education, dcliflse the pro- 
duct and exist In u measure on fulpc 
pretenses.

There is indeed i>u provision 
which enables any hiK» school to udd 
post graduate work to its course.

Polytechnic*) High Schools. 


There is a distinction between the 


manual training high school and tho 
polytechnic high school. What it is I 
don't qulto know. I am going to say 
that the manual training lii^h schuul 
is juat an old time high school with 
a manual training course or uuimsal 
training work which a student in any 
course may elect to take along with 
his Greek or his Latl or his old fash- 
ioned mathematics 
If 
ho wants to. 


Tho polytechnic high 
school on the 


other hand is a secondary school, nil 
of whose work 
is undertaken as a 


training for 
technical 
activity and 


modified and rehash 
to accomplish 


this end. The polytechnic school dif- 
fers from tho 
monotcchnic or trade 


school. In that the latter the trade 
school undertakes to impart the knowl- 
edge of single trades as thoroughly as 
that knowledge can be imparted 
by 


school Instruction. The 
polytechnic 


school on tho. other hand endeavors to 
Impart a larger knowledge 
of 
the 


theory of groups of related trades and 
somewhat less specific instruction and 
practice in any particular one of them. 
The polytechnic school 
is a 
trade 


school, in that all of its work is un- 
dertaken to prepare for technical ac- 
tivity. It is conceived that the char- 
acter of the polytechnic and the trade 
school Is really much nearer identical 
than is commonly supposed. 
One of 


the chief objections of trade unions to 
trade schools is that they profess to 
turn out finished workmen, a thing 
which comes from following a trade 
under commercial conditions.
